Leghorn Straw Fanning. 


What is known as Leghorn straw i= raised 


o(l tlie bills whuh i-se on each side of the 
•ivers I'isa and Elsa, to the southwest of 
Florence, Italy. Its adaptability to the uses 
» which it is destined depends principally on 


soil on which it is sown, u hich soil, to all 
r^urance, exists only in this small district, 


out of the bounds of which the industry is 
niknowu. Any variety of wheat which 1ms 
a hollow, flexible stem can be used for seed. 
The soil must be tilled nnd iii-ejared very 
ntich as it is for corn, but the seed must bo 
sown fii-e times us thick us is usual for other 
nil-poses, and this is done in the month of 
December or February. When the straw is 
nil grown, and just before the grain begins 
o form itself in the ear, it is uprooted and 
irmly tied in liitle slwiivesthc size of a haud- 
ul. Each sheaf or nienatu, as it is called, is 
pi-ead out in the shape of a fan, to dry in 
iho sun for three days, after which it is safe- 
y stowed away in b.irns. Tho harvest being 
verand the Holds empty, it is again spread 
ut to catch the heavy summer dews and to 
leach in the suu, during which process it is 
arefully turned until all sides are equally 
•hito. Hero the work of cultivation ends 
nd the manufacturing begins.—New York 
Dispatch.

Where "Iteil Tape" Prevail*. 


A paymaster in the United States navy 


gives an exchange -the following account of 
the "red tape1' that must be gone through in 
making purchases for a man-of-war: Sup- 
posing that a paper of tacks is wanted on 
^oard a United (States ship on a foreign sta- 
tion, the following is tbe routine actually re- 
quired under general order No. 48: Four re- 
quisitions are made out, which are signed as 
follows; Officer making tho requisition, four 
times, captain eight, paymaster eight, and 
admiral four. 
Bids are sent out to five mer- 


chants, which are signed by pay officer five 
times; merchants bidding, five; acceptance 
of bid, paymaster, one. Bids are then made 
outinquintuplicute and signed by the cap- 
tain five times; paymaster, ten; senior offi- 
cer of the board of inspection, five, and per- 
sons receiving the money, five. A report is 
attached by the senior oflicer of tho board 
of survey in duplicate, two signatures, and 
the oflicer who has made the requisition 
signs a receipt on tlio bill flve times, wlien it 
is complete, with more than half a hundred 
signatures.—Philadelphia Ledger.

the Theatre Francals, in Paris, she Bays. 
Such a theatre hi this country would cost 
a mint of money, and Mme.

Tho great artiste says further:

ally; but there la nothing In It. If she would be- 
gin In »oubrcUe parts, be scolded and called a 
fool a few times, as many a great actress bai 
been, and sent home crying occasionally at the 
thought of bow little she really knew, nhe 
couldn't stand the trial But that kind of experi- 
ence Is what makes an actress. I don't hellero la 
anything that comes easy. 


The' history of ibis natural gas Held is 


full of interest. The Standard Oil com- 
pany discovered its extent and value 
while boring for an entirely different ob- 
ject, the discovery of petroleum wells. 
The original pressure of a natural gas 
well is tremendous, 400 pounds to the 
square inch. It is claimed that the sup- 
ply shows practically no sign of diminu- 
tion. 


It is said now that a great combination 


of tho principal gas operators of thin 
field in question is to bo mode, and that 
they will at once proceed to pipe the 
product to tho principal cities of Ohio 
and Indiana. 
Chicago will also be 


reached. 


Tho revolution that will be wrought in 


this soft coal region con hardly be esti- 
mated. The gas fuel will clean up Cincin- 
nati and Chicago till they no longer 
know themselves. The cost of the or- 
iginal product is of course nothing, ex- 
cept the well drilling, and the expense 
will bo tho piping. Tho impetus given 
to manufacturing in the gas field can 
hardly be estimated. Findlay, O., from 
a population of 5,000, grew In two 
years to 20,000, with thirty-five factories, 
where two hod been before. 


Tho Steamer City of Paris. 


What Maud S. is among trotters, the 


City of Paris is among ocean racers. 
•There is nothing left for her to beat ex- 
cept herself. 
Possibly it will be years 


before the time mode on her last mar- 
velous trip will bo surpassed, the one 
on which she lowered her own record by 
8 hours and 49 minutes. Let it be re- 
membered that in August, 1889, the 
steamship Paris crossed tho Atlantic in 
5 days, 19 hours and 18 minutes. 


The steamer seems to travel more stead- 


ily and comfortably the faster she goes. 
An interesting incident of the trip was 
the meeting at which the passengers pre- 
sented to Capt. Watkin a resolution with 
six feet of signatures congratulating him 
on tho quick journey. 


Tho brave seaman's speech in return 


was this: "Ladies and gentlemen, I thank 
you." There would have been an in- 
glorious ending to the meeting, then and 
there, but it is pleasing to know that an 
American newspaper man rose to the oc- 
casion, and made a speech that must at 
least have astonished his British fellow 
passengers. Mr. Medill, of Chicago, in- 
formed his audience that tho City of 
Paris and her splendid achievement were 
nothing else than a tribute to Yankee 
skill and enterprise. Nine-tenths of the 
capital of the Inman line was American 
money, and tho increase of one knot on 
hour in the magnificent ship's speed was 
due solely to the application of Ameri- 
can improvements to her machinery. 
Other American orators followed in the 
same vein. When they were done glori- 
fying our exploits the only Englishman 
who spoke at all arose and meekly said 
it waa all true. 


The reigning families of the Old World 


will soon be BO closely kin to one another 
that they will constitute one great fam- 
ily. Tho marriage of Princess Sophie, 
sister of Emperor Willie of Germany, to 
the crown prince of Greece, will join by 
blood the families of Russia, Denmark, 
Great Britain, Germany and Greece, a 
regular chain, passing from northeastern 
Europe westward and batik again to the 
cost. Italy, Austria and Spain are the 
only principal monarchies not yet in 
this blood alliance. 
Difference of relig- 


ion constitutes the bar to union with 
these. But elsewhere it will eoon be 
that royalty cannot fire a gun without 
shooting in tho direction of a grandmo- 
ther, a cousin or an uncle. 


There is a government school for 


youths of the Eastern Cherokee band at 
Yellow Hill, in Swain county, N. C. It 
contains eighty pupils, who are taught 
mechanical labor. The greatest diffi- 
culty in civilizing tho Indian is one 
not usually known to his ardent ad- 
mirers in Massachusetts and elsewhere. 
It is the almost utter impossibility of 
making him wear trousers. Col. Cody 
had wrestling and heartacha on this ac- 
count in his Wild West show, and no 
end of a time getting his red men in 
shape so that they would not upset the 
dignity of the crowned heads. 


Street Commissioner Gilroy, of New 


York, has given a good hint to other 
large cities. The streets are at present 
undergoing extensive repairs. The com- 
missioner has ordered -as, electrical and 
other companies running pipes through 
the streets to make all the changes con- 
templated in their piping now while tha 
highways are ripped up. Clawing the 
pavements up after they are in order 
will in no case be permitted for new 
pipes, and only urgent repairs may be 
made. 


A learned Russian physician, Dr. de 


Tarchanoff, has made a discover; re- 
cently which should be enough to make 
all brain workers take a daily bath. It is 
that all thought is accompanied by elec- 
trical discharges upon the skin, and the 
more intense the thought the stronger 
are the electric currents.

noblt'nan, the proprietor of that house 
of entertainment at once begins to look 
after his lordship's bills and baggage in 
the sharpest kind of a way. Right he is, 
too. Americans have been done so often 
by coachmen and valets from over the 
water, who posed as noblemen, that they 
have learned to be suspicious even of the 
real article when once in awhile it travels 
this way. It is unfortunate in these in- 
stances that there is no infallible way for 
us Americans to discern the lord from 
the valet. The one may act the black- 
guard quite as well as the other. 


"That's the man who says he's a lord, 


but it's my opinion he is about as much 
of a lord as I am," Is the conBdential 
verdict of tho American hotel keeper, 
after looking one of those self styled no- 
blemen over from head to foot. When 
they send real blue bloods to us hereafter 
our British cousins should label and 
ticket them in some way so that we may 
know them certainly. Atpiesent Al- 
bert Edward himself might 
appear 


among us and be thought the butler of 
some rich tradesman. 
In fact, it is 


rather against a man now to be suspect- 
ed here of being a lord. 


A Natural Gu Trust. 


It iu doubtful whether geologists know 


much about it, but they tell us that the 
Ohio natural gas wells spout from the 
peaks of a great subterranean mountain 
range that runs parallel with the Alle- 
ghenios. This mountain range was sub- 
merged at some unknown period in the 
past. The gas Is formed by heat, inter- 
nal pressure, chemical action, etc., upon 
organic and inorganic matter in the 
clefts and caverns of the mountains. 
The gas field extendsnortheast and south- 
west from northwestern Ohio, through 
part of Indiana. 


There are those sometimes who com- 


miserate Texas because she has mostly 
seemed to lack one of the elements of 
perfect prosperity, and that is large 
mineral wealth. But now comes word 
that a valuable petroleum has been 
found both in the east and west of the 
state. The oil in western Texas resem- 
Kl~,tl™<. nf Ponnavlranla ., TPTM i? a 
long way from the other oil producing 
regions, and if a good article of illumi- 
nating oil is found there undoubtedly 
tho state will have a great boom. Nat- 
ural gas in small quantities has also been 
detected along with the oil deposits. 


Church Increase. 


The Independent publishes an annual 


summary of the statistics of church 
membership which is interesting and 
instructive. The latest one does not at 
all bear out the theory tha/. the religious 
denominations are declining. During 
1888 the net gain of church membership 
in the United States was 876,995. The 
number of churches increased 3,883, the 
ministers 8,805. This keeps step very 
fairly with the annual increase of popu- 
lation the country over. 


Of church members in the whole 


country there are now 80,667,818. Thus 
it will be seen that nearly a third of the 
whole population, counting men, women 
and children, are church members. The 
Roman Catholics have the largest fol- 
lowing, their constituency numbering 
7,885,294. 
Next come the Methodists, 


with 4,72".881, and these two denomina- 
tions divide between them three-fifths 
of all the church membership in the 
Union. The Roman Catholics alone have 
considerably more than a third of the 
whole number, but The Independent 
Bays this showing is because that church 
counts in its census all the children of a 
Catholic family, while Protestants only 
Include actual church membership. Chil- 
dren are not birthright members of the 
Protestant churches. 


The larger denominations have more 


churches than preachers, while the 
smaller ones have more preachers than 
churches. It is worth noting that the 
Mennonite Brethren, mostly Russian im- 
migrants, have already in our country 
420 church edifices and 605 ministers. 
The Unitarians have, it seems, only 381 
church organizations. The Sweden bo r- 
gian, or New Jerusalem, church has 
6.000 members. 


It is extremely gratifying to southern- 


ers that the Paris exposition commission- 
ers have recommended a gold medal for 
the university of Virginia, as well as for 
Cornell university and Boston. 


Pope Leo has relegated to America all 


cases of ecclesiastical appeal that arise 
in this country. lie will thereby relieve 
himself of the burden of attending to 
them in person. The court of appeals 
for the Roman Catholic clii rch in Amer- 
ica will be composed of Cardinal Gib- 
bons and Archbishops Corrigan and 
Ryan. Thus the church in the United 
States will be placed on a singularly 
inflf pendent footing

Work for the lower masses ot human- 


ity everywhere is of a character indicat- 
ing, as has been said, that "the era of 
sonlimentalisni is passed." Crime and 
poverty are to be classified, analyzed, 
and their causes looked into scientifical- 
ly by the new school of philanthropists. 
It is to be hoped that the new school will 
have better success in curing the disease 
than the old ever had. There is every 
reason why they should have, too, since 
they go at the matter of reform in a rea- 
sonable, sensible way. 


An important item of educational 


news comes from Vassar college. It is 
that in tho fall will be opened for the 
girls a magnificent gymnasium, 100 feet 
long and 40 ffeet high. Besides all the 
ordinary athletic appliances, there will 
boa tank containing 47,000 gallons of 
water. It is said that some c f tho Vas- 
sar girls can already swim a mile. 
With the new bath nearly all will be 
apt to learn. Tho man who gave that 
gymnasium to the school is tho bene- 
factor of the race. Whatever tends to 
draw girls away from novels and chew- 
ing gum and feublo svveetishness is to be 
welcomed warmly. Vaisar will send to 
us young women who as mothers, teach- 
ers and professional and social lights 
will give glimpses of what the beautiful 
athletic woman of tlio future is to be. 


The time of year for fall tree planting 


will soon be at hand. It is cheering to 
observe that every year more an4 more 
attention is paid to the fostering of 
trees and grass plots in our villages and 
cities. In many cases towns full of bare, 
bald little wooden houses have become 
so embowered in lines of shade ag to 
make the whole landscape charming and 
green and useful, so that the traveler 
does not notice the shabby houses. So 
plant trees and encourage your children 
to plant them. In nearly every part of 
the Union where the hillsides along 
water courses have been stripped of 
timber and washed Into deep gullies, 
willow sprouts may be planted in the 
bottom of these gullies in the fall or 
early spring, and they will take root 
and stop the wash. In an incredibly 
short time they will become trees, hold- 
ing the soil and shading the earth. 


Tschernlschcwslti. 


"This name," says a newspaper writer, 


"is a watchword among the people 
throughout the length and breadth of 
Russia." If this be true, it is no wonder 
the inhabitants of Russia are bloody 
Nihilists. A people who will make a 
watchword of a name like that would 
be capable of anything. 


The man who carries this formidable 


name is called the father of Nihilism. 
Twenty-five years ago ha waa a Russian 
noble and councillor of state. He was 
besides a popular poet and author and a 
man of wealth. He was 85 years old, 
had been delicately reared and highly 
educated, and was in tho possession of 
all that makes life desirable. 


One May morning at 8 o'clock Tscher- 


nischewski was placed in the pillory in a 
public square of St. Petersburg and a 
sentence read banishing him to hard 
labor in the salt mines of Siberia. He 
had been advocating in burning, ringing 
words the liberation of the serfs. It was 
Ills efforts which started tho final move- 
ment that freed them. Then he went 
further, and wrote pamphlets advocat- 
ing the abolishment of private owner- 
ship in land, depriving the nobility of 
their special privileges, disbanding the 
army, and conferring on women all the 
legal and civil rights of men. For this 
he was sent to Siberia. But in prison 
he managed to write two more books 
secretly. One, entitlpd "What Is to Be 
Done?" is a novel, and has been called 
the gospel and encyclopedia of Nihilism. 
For writing this book he was sentenced 
to several additional years in Siberia. 


Now, 
at the age of 60, broken in body 


and mind, penniless and alone in the 
world, he has just been pardoned by 
Czar Alexander III. 


One French Canadian family settled 


in the town of Fall River, Mass., thirty 
years ago. At present this class of the pop- 
ulation there numbers twenty thousand. 
In New England it is claimed that there 
are half a million French Canadians. Of 
French Canadians in Massachusetts 61 
per cent, are unable to read and write. 
This, after some two hundred years of 
settlement and civilization for that race 
in America, is a curious showing, to say 
the least. It is a heavy task, too, to be 
imposed on Massachusetts, after all her 
work in the causa of education, to now 
set iu and drill 
these foreigners.

New Army Tactics. 


In twenty-two years there have been 


no changes In the United States army 
tactics, though other nations have re- 
vised theirs to conform to modern me- 
chanical improvements. A year and a 
half ago, however, a board of officers 
were appointed by our own government 
to go over our army tactics carefully and. 
make needed improvements. Upton's 
manual has been the textbook in use ever 
since the war. 


The revising board remained in Wash- 


' —' 
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book part of the work before them. 
Then they went in a body to Fort Leaven- 
worth to try on real soldiers the effect of 
tho changes they proposed. At tho con- 
clusion of their labors a new drill book 
will be published and our army tactics 
will be complete. 


There will be changes in all branches 


of the service. In the practice with 
arms there will be simplification. Aho, 
when a company is allowed to go off 
duty, the command to them will no 
longer be, "Break ranks, march," but 
"Dismiss, march." This is considered 
an improvement. 


The physical drilling and gymnastic 


exercises will be considerably added to 
and increased in thoroughness. This 
will doubtless add much to the grace, 
strength and precision of the soldier. It 
la a part of the athletic craze now sweep- 
ing over the country, and is a change 
which will rejoice all who are interested 
in the appearance and the efficiency of 
our army. The additional movements 
belong to the class known as getting up 
exercises. In the new tactics a differ- 
ence will be made in movements for 
field and for garrison. 


In connection with these briefly noted 


changes in our own tactics may be men- 
tioned the fact that the military authori- 
ties of the German army are beginning 
to favor the use of lance instead of sa- 
ber for cavalry.

Intercntiiiff Itellcn. 


Among the original documente preserved 


in tiie interior department at Washington, 
the most interesting are the relics of 1790, 
about twenty-five of which, averaging about 
the size of an encyclopedia, are safely stored 
where lock and key protect them from the 
casual visitor. The most striking feature of 
these books is the remarkably legible writing 
with which the founders of the republic re- 
corded the name of every head of a house- 
hold in the United States, The census takers 
of that period did not use printed forms on 
which to tabulate this information, but ruled 
blunkbooks for the work, and in many coses 
mode the books from blank paper, which 
tuoy bound by inclosing within old covers of 
books the leaves of which had been cut out. 
However crudely these books are shown to 
bo made, there is not one Instance in which 
careless work can be charged, and in no case 
was there any slovenliness of penmanship.— 
Chicago Tribune. 


New Decorative Effects In Wood. 


A new process of art decoration hi wood, 


which Is said to produce very beautiful ef- 
fects, is described in The London Times. It 
is a German invention, and is known as the 
Dolura process. 
It consists In impressing 


upon wood any kind of art designs, which 
stand out in relief. Tho impression is pro- 
duced by a small machine having two hori- 
zontal steel rollers which are heated internal- 
ly. The pattern is formed around the top 
roller, and can be changed for a different da- 
aign whenever desired ; the bottom roller is 
quite plain. In operation the rollers are 
•lowly revolved, and tho wood to be orna- 
mented is passed between them under pres- 
sure. The surface of the wood is compressed, 
and the design transferred to it in various 
degrees of relief, according to the require- 
ments of the case. By regulating tha heat 
and speed of working a rich brown tint of 
any shade can be imported to the wood as a 
background, the design standing out in tho 
natural color of the wood, but slightly toned 
hero and there. Tho natural grain of the 
wood is also brought out, and any kind of 
wood can be used. It is claimed for the dec- 
orated wood that it is waterproof, and that 
the pattern Is uot distorted nor its sharpness 
destroyed by moisture. Thus was shown by 
some samples of wood treated by the process, 
which, it is stated, bad beeu in water for 
lomo days.

Girdles. 


At a time when the staple food of the coun- 


try consisted of oaten cakes it will readily 
be understood that the manufacture of 
"girdles," or iron plates upon which these 
were baked, formed a very important in- 
dustry, and that the monopoly of such manu- 
facture by one small body of craftsmen 
would bo a very valuable privilege indeed. 
Such a monopoly the girdlesmiths of Culross 
for many years enjoyed, and, so for as the 
excellent quality of their wares is concerned, 
they seem to have entirely deserved it. 


In the year I5TO James VI visited Culross 


and there witnessed the process of girdle 
making. 
He was thereupon graciously 


pleased to confer ou the girdlesmiths of tho 
burg, by letters patent, the solo right of 
manufacturing such articles, though it is 
jald that in doing so he merely confirmed an 
old charter already conferring the privilege. 
In the general prosperity which marked the 
condition of Culross from tho dissolution of 
the monasteries to the commencement of tho 
great civil war, the girdlemakers' craft 
seems to have shared largely, in common 
with the coal, boat building and iron trades 


The process of making a "Culross girdle" 


teems to have been somewhat as follows: The 
master t-mith chose a lump of iron, and while 
he bandied the tongs two sturdy apprentices 
wielded the hammers, beating the moss into 
the form desired, hoop and girdle being all in 
one piecu; tho test of a perfect article being 
that whun finished it should ring like a bell, 
or like one of those eastern gongs with which 
we are familiar and which are manufactured 
1-1 a somowhat similar fashion. 


Indeed, to this day to "gar yor lugs ring 


like a Culross girdle" is a favorite threat of 
the local mother toward her recalcitrant 
off- 


spring. Sir Walter Scott, in his "Heart of 
Midlothian," makes Madge Wildfire say, with 
reference to this subject: "The hammermen 
of Edinburgh are, to my mind, afore tho 
world for making stancheous, ring bolts, fet- 
ter bolts, bars and locks, and they are na that 
bad at girdles for, carcakes neither, though 
the Cu'ross hammermen have the gree for 
that.

Any one who bos watched the gulls and 


other fish catching birds along our coast can- 
not hove failed to notice how cunningly they 
discover a school of mackerel or porgles long 
before a fin has disturbed the surface of the 
water. Mr. Stewart, a Scottish naturalist, 
recently had an opportunity of putting this 
quickness of sight to a very practical test, 
for the edification of a companion who was 
somewhat skeptical upon the subject.

dozen of gulls were following in her wake— 
following easily and lazily, without apparent 
effort and with but little beat of wing, cir- 
cling and wheeling in graceful curves above 
the boding waters just escaped from tho tor- 
ture of paddles and keel, as they spread in a 
broad belt of hissing, gurgling foam astern 
of us.

Filreproof House.. 


They build fireproof bouses in Buenos Ayres 


and Montevideo without thinking of it, and 
while using all the wood they can afford to; 
and they use neither iron nor the arch. Trees 
are scarce In the neighborhood, and timber 
has to be brought down from the upper 
waters in hard woods. Being dear, a little 
of it is made to go as far as possible. The 
floors and the roofs are supported by joists 
of hard wood, as among us; across these are 
laW flat rails of the same, and the spaces be- 
tween these are bridged over by thin bricks 
thirteen inches and a half long, with their 
ends resting on the rails; another layer of 
bricks is then laid with lime, and generally 
on this a layer of flat tiles. The doors and 
windows have no boxes, but simply frames, 
which are sot up when the walls are going 
up and built in. 
There is no lathing or 


wainscot, or skirting of the bottom of the 
walls. A house thus built cannot be burned, 
—Popular Science Monthly.
